The union had called a 
strike for last midnight. Truman 
chose the seizure procedure as a 
move to head it off. 


Sawyer asked that the company 


officials acknowledge "by return 
wire" receipt of their appointment 
as operating manager of their 
companies on behalf of the govern- 
ment. 


Receives No Word 


Sawyer also said he has received 


no word that any steel companies 
had taken steps to resume op- 
erations. 


Philip Murray, union president,

Recruited in 
Year of Effort 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, (AP) 


—After a year of effort, only 220 
displaced persons have been re- 
cruited into the U.S. army. 


The quota for these alien* was 


set at 12,500. Army authorities 
frankly doubt they will ever get 
even a tenth of them. It looks 
like the ambitious program to 
bolster American defense forces 
with European DP's is heading 
for failure—from a military stand- 
point at least. 


The alien enlistment law offers 


them American citizenship after 
five years of military service and 
full equality of pay while in the 
army.

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Surprise Surplus Won't Avert 
That Future Increase in Taxes 


The people have been slightly confounded by the latest 


financial reports emanating from Washington. Earlier fore- 
casts of a $2,700,000,000 deficit for the current fiscal year 
have been replaced by predictions that the government may 
wind up with $3,000,000,000 surplus instead. 


The ordinary citizen might ask: "How can financial ex- 


perts be $5,700,000,000 off in their estimates in the space of 
a few months?" 


Without wishing to apologize for the experts, one can 


say that in these days of mammoth sums it's easy. 


First of all, congress increased corporate and personal 


income taxes last fall. By the time President Truman sub- 
mitted his new budget in January, only part of a year's re- 
turns at the higher rate had come into the U- S. treasury. 
The budgeteers had to.guess what a full year would bring. 
They guessed too low. 
* 
* 
» 


The January forecast was based also on a calculated 


rate of expenditure for defense purposes. 
In actual prac- 


tice, that rate has not been achieved. Expenses consequently 
are running well behind the estimates. 


Put the underestimated income side by side with over- 


estimated expenses and you change a potential deficit into a 
prospective surplus. 


It would be risky to assume, though, that this unexpect- 


edly bright outlook is going to continue indefinitely. As De- 
fense Mobilizer Charles Wilson and others have pointed out, 
the government is now ordering arms and munitions at a 
vastly accelerated pace—$2,000,000,000 a month, or double 
the defense outlays at the time of the outbreak of war in 
Korea. 


The bills for these orders have not yet come in. When 


they do, next fall and winter, the government's surprising 
surplus will vanish in a hurry and we'll be back in the red. 
No miracle of financial'sleight-of-hand is going to remove 
from our backs the burden of a greatly expanded arms 
program.

When the impact of this effort really starts to hit us, 


the need for more taxes once more will be strikingly appar- 
ent. Mr. Truman has scaled down his 1951 tax demands 
from 516.500,000,000 to $10,000,000,000, but his lieutenants 
are seeking prompt action on that lower figure to assure 
the government's readiness to make heavier outlays in the 
months ahead. 


Congress would not have voted the larger sum this year 


anyway. Indeed, it may wind up'giving grudging approval 
to perhaps no more than $7,000,000,000 in new levies this 
year- That might well prove sufficient for a while. 


But it's hard to see how congress can escape voting still 


higher taxes later, if we. wish to curb inflation and keep the 
defense program on a p^y-as-yoii-go basis. Maximum de- 
fense output is not expected to come until early 1952 and 
federal expenses certainly will rise until that peak has been 
reached. 


We can all be grateful for the rosier glow that today sur- 


rounds the federal balance sheet. But we needn't kid our- 
selves into believing we've managed to achieve an effective 
defense without financial pain. The sacrifices have merely 
been deferred.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


End Play Worth Trying in Tight Spoi 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The end play is a weapon that! 


you expect to see used by the ex- 
pert declarer. He times his plays 
carefully and eventually turns the 
lead over to one of the defenders, 
whose return is bound to sacrifice 
a trick. 


In today's hand we see Harry 


Fishbein, of New York's Mayfair 
Club, execute an end play as a 
defender. This shouldn't surprise 
anybody, since the Fox of Fifty- 
Seventh Street has a way of turn- 
ing all the rules upside down and 
still landing on his feet. 


Fishbein opened the three of 


hearts from the West hand. East 
played the queen, and South won 
with the ace. It was now clear to 
West that South had the jack of 
hearts, since East would have play- 
ed the jack rather than the queen 
of hearts if he had been able to do 
so. 


South attacked the diamonds 


next, and Fishbein took the second 
round with his ace. He shifted to 
the jack of clubs, which was allow- 
ed to hold the trick. When South 
dropped the ten of clubs, Fishbein 
could read the distribution of de- 
clarer's hand. 


He already knew that South had 


only a four-card diamond suit. He 
now knew that South had a single- 
ton club. This left him eight cards 
in the major suits—yet he had pre- 
ferred not to bid either of them. 
Clearly he didn't have a five-card 
major suit, so he must have four 
cards in each major. 


Now Flflhbein could count de- 


clarer's tricks. South could obvi- 
ously make four spades and three 
diamonds. He had already won a 
trick with the ace of hearts, u 
would obviously be fatal for the de- 
fenders to lead hearts, foi that 
would surely let declarer make his 
ninth trick with the jack of hearts.

PETER EDSON'S WASHINGTON NEWS NOTEBOOK 
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'Stretch-Out9 Production Plan Calls for 900 Aircraft Monthly 


WASHINGTON— (NEA)—U. S. military aircraft pro- 


duction is now over 135 planes a week. This fact can 
now be revealed from statements by two top defense 
olficials. 
Koswell L. Gilpatrick, undersecretary of the 


Air Force, reveals that peak U. S. plane production will 
be 900 planes a month. Charles E. Wilson, former direc- 
tor of the Office of Defense Mobilization, revealed Jhat 
production in February was 60 per cent of the planned 
peak. This would be 510 planes a month. At th% end 
of 1951 the rale was around 480 a month. 


This new production goal of 900 planes a month takes 


into account the "stretch-out" of defense rearmament to 
four years instead of three. The original goal was 1250 
planes a month. 


The 900-a-month figure is on one-shift production for 


all presently-planned aircraft manufacturing facilities. 
By stepping up operations to two or three shifts, as in 
war-time, production could be doubled or tripled. 


Russian aircraft production is now variously esti- 


mated at 1,000 to 1,800 planes a month, or up to double 
U. S. output. One reason given for higher Russian pro- 
duction is that the Soviet has frozen its design and turned 
to mass production of existing models—basically the 
MIG-15 jet interceptor. 


U. S. HOLDS BACK NEWER MODELS

present production and retool for mass production of 
newer designs is not known. 


In contrast to the Russian program, the U. S. is 


holding back on some current models in order to get 
newer and better planes into production. This puts U. S. 
Air Force and Naval Aviation at a disadvantage for the 
present. 


The hope is that within a year, when peak produc- 


tion is reached, or by the end of the present program 
in 1954, the U. S. xvill have the advantage «of planes as 
much superior to the new Russian models as the F-86 
Sabrejet is superior to the MIG-15 today. 


This is of course a calculated risk. If World War III 


should break out tomorrow, present U. S. aircraft pro- 
duction policy would be proven short-sighted. 


In addition to present one-shift aircraft production 


operation, U. S. plane output is much lower than World 
War II because of greater complexity, of new plane de- 
sign. 


On 'a typical fighter, the total weight today is 14,000 


pounds as against 9,500 pounds for World War II planes. 
Maximum power today is over 10,000 horsepower thrust, 
as against an equivalent of 1500 horsepower thrust for a 
VVorld War II propeller-driven plane.' 
i 


.Maximum speed of today's planes is over 600-700 


miles an hour as compared with 400-500 in World War 
II. 
Maximum altitudes are over 45,000 feet today, as 


against 35,000 feet in World War II. 


Cost of fighters has risen from $26,000 to $179,000 


each. 


In bombers, the B-17 of World War II weighed about 


83.000 pounds, It cost $402,000. The Boeing B-47 bomber 
weighs 181,000 pounds and costs $3,476,000., 


Power of the newer plane is eight times greater. 


Speed and bomb load are two-and-a-half times greater, 
Combat radius is double. Yet the new plane operates 
with a crew of three men, as compared to eight on 
a B-17. 


ELECTRONICS ADD TIME AND MONEY 
' 


Electronic gear—radar, rocket-firing and naviga 


tional equipment—have added greatly to complexity, cost 
and production time on the newer aircraft. 
A typica: 


fighter in the last'war had 515 electrical wires, as com 
pared to 5500 now. This gear adds $77,000 to the cost of 
the finished plane. 


While the stretch-out of the defense production pro- 


gram has relieved some of the shortages and bottlenecks 
in the aircraft industry, not all problems have been 
solved. Adm. DeWitt C. Ramsey, head o'f the Aircraft 
Industries Association, says delivery time on machine 
tools is still six to 18 months. And some critical mate- 
rials are still in short supply. 


The manpower shortage has been eased somewhat by 


the stretchout, but there still aren't enough engineers and 
technical experts. 
Engineering time on a new plane is 


over a million man-hours, as compared with about 42,000 
on a typical World War II plane. 


By the end of 1952. however, A.I.A. predicts the U. 'S. 


aircraft industry will be the nation's biggest, with 750,000 
employes. "This compares with two million on the job at 
the peak of World War II.

These 
mtches are scaly and the infected 
lair has a dull luster and often 
>reaks off short. 
The root of the hair and that 


>art of the hair which is close to 
he scalp is generally involved. 
Special equipment is necessary to 
make a diagnosis. A light, which 
consists of ultra-violet rays filter- 
ed through a special type ot glass 
Is used and examination must bs 
carried out in a darkened room. 


The infected hair usually gives 
bright glow under this special 


ight. There are also some other 
ests, such as looking at the hairs 
or scrapings from the scalp under 
he microscope. 
Treatment is not easy but usu- 


ally is successful in time. Unfor- 
unately, the ointments containing 
chemicals which work on other 
<inds of fungus infections of the 
kin may not be successful for 
his. 
Thus treatment may seem 


discouraging for a while. 


The most important thing to do 
bout ringworm of the scalp is to 
ccognize its infectious nature and 
o stop it from 
spreading. The 


sacks of seats in movie theaters 
eem to be responsible for many 
ases. 


Locate Children's Cases 


When ringworm of the scalp is 
eally epidemic in a community 
n attempt should be made to find 
11 of the cases by making a sur- 


vey of the school children, and 
examining the pre-school children 
in families in which an older 
brother or sister is found infected. 
Children in institutions are even 
more likely to be exposed than 
children in homes and therefore 
are especially in need of examina- 
tion. 


Barbers can be helpful if they 


watch for any such conditions of 
the scalp. 
Also they should re- 


frain from cutting the hair of a 
child known to have, or suspected 
of having, this ringworm 
infec- 


tion. 


Skin specialists are seriously 


concerned about 
this 
problem, 


parents can help enormously by 
being on the lookout for any dis- 
ease of the scalp and reporting it 
immediately to the physician.
